medicine. 
A congressional 
Investigation into 
charges that many brewers are being 
allowed to make light beer despite the 
Volstead law, was asked of the house 
judiciary committee 
by 
representa­ 
tives of the Annhaueser-Rusch, St, 
Louis brewers. 
While the drys in the committee 
gasped in amazement the Annhaueser- 
Rusch representative urged that con­ 
gress adequately prohibit use of beer 
as medicine. 
The position of the brewers in that 
respect puts them in the same boat as 
“radical'' drys. 
Oliver 
T. 
Hemmer, 
Annhaueser- 
Rusch attorney, said his company de­ 
sired strict enforcement of the law 
and that this would be impossible if 
the prescription beer is allowed. 
The company made plain the be­ 
lief that the sale of four and one-half 
per cent beer should be allowed open­ 
ly and not through prescriptions and 
drug stores. 
Tho 
brewing 
company 
attorney 
charged that brewers 
in 
Chicago, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio are openly 
making light beer and that causes 
a loss to his company of $4,000,000 
to $5,000,000 because it is obeying the 
law. 
In cretain centers said Hem­ 
mer, the breweries and sale of beer 
have never been discontinued under 
the present prohibition law.

The plugs are found in the supple­ 
mental Volstead proposed 
by 
Rep. 
Volstead of Minnesota, which has the 
united support 
of 
the 
anti-saloon 
league and most of the drys iii con­ 
gress. 
Hearings on the supplemental hill 
were commenced today 
before 
the 
house judiciary committee. 
The primary object of the drive in 
demanding legislation in addition to 
the Volstead law, Is to administer a 
knockout blow to the ruling of form­ 
er Attorney General Palmer naming 
beer as a medicine and that it may 
be purchased in unlimited quantities. 
The drys will make sure the new’ 
prohibition commissioner 
will 
not 
put this ruling into effect. 
Tho action today makes the first 
step toward amending the Volstead 
law since it was enact<h! D' October, 
1919. 
The main provisions of the Volstead 
supplement are: 
Absolute prohibition 
against 
the 
prescription of beer as medicine. 
An embargo on manufacture and 
importation of all liquor until the 
amount of such liquor now iii distil­ 
leries or other 
bonded 
warehouses 
shall have been reduced to a quanti­ 
ty that, in the opinion of the prohibi­ 
tion commissioner, 
will, 
with 
the 
liquor that may thereafter he man­ 
ufactured, he sufficient to supply the 
current need thereafter for all non- 
beverage purposes. 
Greater restriction in use of alco­ 
hol in making of patent medicine*.

MY WITH CONTROL OF OW N 


JUDICIARY AND POLICE 


Dublin, May 12- A moat important 
peace proposal was placed in the 
hands of the Winn Fein leaders a few 
days ago In which the British govern­ 
ment made Its maximum offer for a 
settlement. 
As condition to the offer 
the north and south must accept It as 
a final settlement and they must work 
together as u united 
Ireland. 
The 
main points In the proposal follow: 
Full fiscal autonomy, including full 
control of custom* and Income taxes 
will he granted. 
The Irish government will have filii 
control of Us judiciary. 
It will have full control of its po­ 
lice. 
It will liave all the rights possessed 
by any other selfgoverning member 
of Die British empire. 
The annual tribute 
of 
18,000,000 
pounds (normally about $90,000,000), 
will be abandoned, 
Arrangements for defense 
by 
the 
army and navy are left open for dis­ 
cussion. 
It probably will he on a 
basis of having British troops garri­ 
son Ireland as protection against for­ 
eign Invasion, hut they will not be 
allowed to operate or suppress do­ 
mestic disorder in Ireland except ut 
tile request of the Irish government. 
The model for this plan is the re­ 
lationship of United 
State* 
federal 
Troops to tile American states. 
I 
ha ve tile highest authority for 
laying that this plan has the approv­ 
al of Prime Minister Lloyd George, 
who is willing to grant ail points, lint 
i only to u united Ireland, and only on 
condition that the offer is accepted as 
final and not as an IriHtalment to a 
larger demand in (lie future. 
I have 
also the highest authority for saying 
the Sinn Fein leaders are favorably 
disposed to the* plan, hut their diffi­ 
culty is that they have led their fol­ 
lowers to expect full independence. 
One suggestion under consideration 
Is for the publication of the scheme 
in the irish and English press, with 
the indorsement of leaders of all the 
Irish fs< Hons, as a test of public 
opinion, hut it 14 not likely that ser­ 
ious action will be taken to secure 
irish unity, which is the first essen­ 
tial of the plan, until after the elec­ 
tion by which Ulster will firmly es­ 
tablish her position, enabling her to 
bargain as an equal partner of the 
south.
